The bill would designate por- 
tions of nine rivers as wild or 
scenic — some rivers would 
have p ortion s of both_classiIjca- 
tions — and calls for studies io 
decide whether 28 other streams 
should be brought into the sys- 
tem later.

A news release Issued by the
